J. O. Patterson felt that the 
responsibility of presiding over a 
local territory along with his 
national duties was too much for 
one person. It was in this spirit 
that Bishop Patterson presented 
the resignation to the General 
Board of the Church of God in 
Christ, Inc., for an Auxiliary 
Bishop of Headquarters, who 
will have oversight of the local 
congregations while Bishop 
Patterson continues to preside 
over the International Church 
and General Offices. 


The General Board accepted the 
resignation of Bishop Patterson, 
from the position of Bishop of 
Headquarters and _ restructured

22, 1981 at the Greater Allen 
Avenue Church of God in Christ 
in Jackson, Tennessee. During 
this session, the Bishop will 
apportion districts, and gather 
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the statistics of his new 
Jurisdiction. Innovative 
programs and ministries for the 
welfare of the Church and 
community will be introduced 
and initiated by the Bishop. 
Bishop Porter has served the 
National Church in many 
capacities: Such as National 
Director of Public Relations, 
Housing Director, and Director 
of the Convocation. At present 
he serves the General Church as 
National Trustee and General 
Superintendent of National 
Properties of the Church of God 
in Christ with principle offices in 
Memphis, Tennessee. 


Bishop F. D. Macklin (Elect,) 
has served the Church as Pastor 
of the Homeland Church of God 
in Christ, 1490 Britton Street, 
Memphis, Tennessee for many 
Veera ts Aspen Des hric t 
Superintendent, he offered 
much to the welfare of pastors 
and training ministers for his 
people. Bishop (Elect) Macklin 
served as Chairman of the 
Jurisdictional General Board and 
Second Administrative Assistant 
to Bishop J. O. Patterson for 
three and one-half years before 
his elevation to the Bishopric. 
Bishop Macklin will preside over 
better than eighty (80) churches 
and missions within the city

Under the administration of 
Bishop J. O. Patterson several 
changes have taken place to 
improve the image of the Church 
of God in Christ worldwide. One 
of the areas that he has sought 
to upgrade is the office of the 
bishop. He is concerned that the 
bishoprick receive all the honor 
and respect it deserves and that 
it, in no uncertain terms, be 
disdained. 


One move in this direction has 
been the adoption of certain 
ecclesiastical insignia. Insignia 
may be defined as symbols of 
authority, dignity or office. 
Three specific symbols have 
been selected as the official 
emblems of the office of the 
bishop. 


The first is the Coat of Arms, 
which is actually the symbol for 
the Church of God in Christ as a 
whole. It is a circular emblem 
with the words: “THE SEAL OF 
THE CHURCH OF GOD IN 
CHRIST, INC.”’, printed at the 
top of the crest. At the bottom 
of the crest are the words, 
“ORGANIZED 1907,’’ is 
gathered wheat with rain 
(symbolic of the latter rain) 


falling in the background. The 
rope around the gathered wheat 
represents Bishop Mason 
gathering together several 
churches to form the Church of 
God in Christ. 


The second is the Symbol of the 
Bishop. It is an oval shaped 
emblem with the words, “THE 
SEAL OF THE . BISHOP” 
printed on the right side. 
Between these words is a picture 
of a crown with a tippett 
flowing from beneath it. The 
crown represents authority, 
glory and endowment. The 
tippett is the bishop’s stole or 
yoke and symbolizes his 
willingness to fulfill his role asa 
servant of the church. It also 
indicates his spiritual 
kinsmanship with the Presiding 
Bishop who appoints him to his 
high and holy office in the 
Church. 


Underneath the crown is a shield 
with grapes centered in the 
middle. The shield, of course, 
represents the spiritual armour 
of faith. The grapes represent 
suffering. The leaves attached to 
the grapes represent healing.

DID WE 
RAPTURE? 


MISS THE

One of the doctrines taught by 
the Church of God in Christ is 
the personal return of Jesus 
Christ to catch away or rapture 
the saints. This was taught by 
Jesus Himself, who said, “I go to 
prepare a place for you. And if I 
go and prepare a place four you, 
I will come again, and receive 
you unto myself; that where I 
am, there ye may be also” (St. 
John 14:2, 3.) The Apostle Paul 
taught this doctrine, too. In I 
Conyut5-52. che ‘says, “In “a 
moment, in the twinkling of an 
eye, at the last trump; for the 
trumpet shall sound, and the 
dead shall be raised 
incorruptible, and we shall be 
changed’. In I Thess. 4:16, 17, 
he teaches that the Lord himself 
shall descend from heaven with a 
shout, with the voice of the 
archangel, and with the trump of 
God: and the dead in Christ shall 
rise first; then we which are alive 
and remain shall be caught up 
together with them in _ the 
clouds, to meet the Lord in the 
air; and so shall we ever be with 
the Lord.” 


While we hold that the rapture 
will take place, we don’t say 
WHEN. For the Bible says that 
“of that day and that hour 
knoweth no man, no, not the 
angels which are in _ heaven, 
neither the Son, but the Father” 
(Mk. 13:32.) Some, however, 
have thought themselves to be 


the exception to the rule and 
have claimed special inside 
information on the exact date 
that Jesus is to return. 


One such person is Bill Maupin, 
founder of The Lighthouse 
Gospel Tract Foundation. This 
past summer he predicted that 
Jesus would return in the month 
of June. Some of his 40 to 50 
followers quit their jobs, sold 
their homes and_ personal 
belongings, and gathered for 
their appointment with Jesus in 
the rapture. When the Lord 
didn’t show up, Maupin set 
another date in August. And 
again he and his followers were 
stood up. 


Could it be that Jesus came and 
we just missed Him? Did we miss 
the rapture? Bill Maupin doesn’t 
think so. He says he just got his 
dates mixed up for some reason. 
I wonder what that reason could. 
be? 


There’s no way that we could 
have missed the rapture because 
the saints are still here. We’re 
not going anywhere until Jesus 
comes back. When that will be, 
only God knows and “He aint 
tellin”! So, it ain’t no tellin 
when Jesus is coming back. We 
just better be ready when He 
comes.

The second Bishop’s Leadership 
Conference was held the first 
week of July during the UNAC-5 
convention at the Pick-Congress 
Hotel in Chicago, Illinois.

Jurisdictional 
bishops received complimentary 
portfolios with the seal of the 
bishop engraved on the front.

In addition to the various 
leadership classes, worship 
services were held each morning. 
The bishops took advantage of 
their time together to discuss 
business matters during the 
conference, also.

Every project I have undertaken has been in the interest of the 
General Church and not for personal aggrandizement.

Center. We have, through the support of a few of us, been able to 
purchase about seventy (70%) percent of the land needed for this 
development. It is, however, very crucial that we purchase, 
immediately, the remaining needed properties, especially since 
developers are concentrating on purchasing the same property we 
need. 


The thing, however, that makes it more crucial that we act at this 
time is some of the land we acquired was purchased from the fi 
Memphis Housing Authority with the understanding that we 1 
would make use of the land as we proposed within a certain time 
limit. That time limit has been revised several times and has 
presently expired. Therefore, we will either have to make use of 
the land now, or return it to the Memphis Housing Authority. 


I cannot build and develop Saints Center alone, neither can you. A 
However, if each of us would do all we can for the expansion of ‘ 
the Lord’s work it would be a very easy task. As I am writing this 
letter I hear the air-hammers cutting out the concrete floor for 

updated fire escapes in our downtown headquarters, that we are 
in the process of renovating for the use of our “Ail Saints | 
University” we hope to open in the not too distant future.

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THE SAINTS CENTER DEVELOPMENT PROGRAM “HOW IT IS FUNDED” 


Despite the noble nature of the 
Saints Center Development 
projection, it has been a much 
criticized and severely maligned 
project. Many people are critical 


because they feel that the 
Development Programs drains 
funds from the Central 


Operation of the Church. It is 
apparent that people who feel 
this way are not adequately 
aware of how the Development 
Program is funded. 


Another of the myriad criticisms 
of the Saints Center 
Development Program has been 
the contention that too many 
different programs have been 
launched. The ‘Saints Center 
Board of Directors has initiated 
and sanctioned varied projects 
because their contention is that 
these several projects represent 
entry levels that meet the needs 
of the masses. That is, certain 
programs are designed for those 
who are willing and able to make 
large and _ perhaps one-time 
donations. Other programs are 
designed to offer an opportunity 


for those who can _ only 
contribute small, short-term 
amounts. Sti other 
opportunities are offered to 


those who can lend moderate, 
but consistent financial support. 
Examples are as follows: 


THE HEAVENS SAVINGS 
BANK The original Saints 
Center support program, the 
savings bank system is the base 
upon which other fund raising 
plans are built. This system 
offers opportunities for large 
donation pledges which can be 
paid in one contribution or 
through systematic installments. 
Although the pledge system 
brought a degree of success, it 
was perceived as an exclusive, 
elitist system. Our leaders felt 
that there were numerous people 
who genuinely wanted to share 
but did not have the means to 
make pledges of one, two and 
three thousand dollars. Thus, the 
subsequent creation of the 
Shareholders’ Club-

reaches people in Jacksonville, 
Orange Park, Green Cove 
Springs, Palatka, Starke, Waldo, 
and Live Oak, Florida.

This ministry had its beginning 
in June of 1980 when the 
church, Greater Holy Temple 
COGIC, did a one hour pilot for 
the broadcast. On Sunday July

debut. The broadcast has 
continued until today. 
The television ministry is 


primarily supported by the Holy 
Temple Church Family. But in 
December of 1980, a telethon 
was sponsored to promote and 
encourage support from the 
community and_ television 
audience. Several pledges were 
made to keep the broadcast on 
the air. 


An arm of Bishop Kinsey’s 
television ministry is the 
telephone counseling ministry. 
Viewers of the Sunday broadcast 
are urged to call in for prayer 
and counseling. It is reported 
that over 300 calls a month are 
received by the telephone 
counselors. Callers have been 
saved, healed and even delivered 
from suicidal tendencies. 


The authors of this timely book 
are: Bishop P. A. Brooks, prelate 
of the Northeast Jurisdiction of 
Michigan; and Elder Charles 
Hawthorne, Campus Minister at 
Kastern Michigan University and 
writer for the Whole Truth 
paper.

YOUTH MINISTRY 
(CONCLUSION)

In the last article we talked 
about the key of a well rounded 
program. In this article we want 
to mention two other keys. 
These keys open the door to 
effective youth ministry in the 
local church. 


Once you have taken time out to 
plan a well rounded youth 
program, you must work the 
plan. This is the next key: Work 
The Plan You Planned To Work. 
In other words, DO IT! Do what 
you planned to do. Carry out 
your program. 


Many a youth program has failed 
because the supervisors failed to 
follow through with what they 
said they were going to do. 
Young people are turned off by 
broken promises. When you fail 
to come through, they lose 
confidence in you. If they 
cannot depend on you, then you 
may not can depend on them, 
especially when you want their 
involvement the next time 
around. 


Thus, it is imperative that plans 
are not just left on the drawing 
table. They must be picked up, 
passed on and played out. If you 
tell young people that you are 
going to take them on a picnic, 
to a camp, or on some other 
field trip, then do it. Be true to 
your word and youth will be 
true to you. A lot of talk is 


alright. But, young people want 
action. They want to be “‘where 
the action is.” If there ‘“‘ain’t 
nothing happening,” they’re 
bound to “split” (leave. ) 


This is not just some scheme to 
keep young people from leaving 
the church. There’s a biblical 
principle involved here. God isa 
“man of his word” (Jer. 1:12; 
Isa. 55:11.) If he spoke it, he’ll 
bring it to pass (Isa. 46:11.) If 
he promised, he’ll fulfill it (Heb. 
10:23.) Godly youth leaders will 
strive to be an example, not only 
in what they say, but in what 
they do, as well (I Tim. 4:12.) 
When young people see men and 
women of their word, they will 
come to learn that this is how 
God is. They will learn to trust 
you and trust God, too. Amen! 


To avoid having to go back on 
your word, be slow to speak. 
Don’t just go off and announce 
something that has not been 
carefully thought out and 
planned. 


A second way to conduct your 
evaluation is to develop a 
questionnaire and distribute it to 
your young people for 
answering. In other words, let 
them evaluate the youth 
program. They can provide a 
perspective that others cannot. 
It is good to get what the young 
people think about what’s going 
on. They may have ideas, and 
suggestions that can improve the 
overall youth ministry.

number of young and could be 
used as a vehicle for evangelism 
and spiritual growth and 
development. 


What Elder Hutchins has in mind 
is drawing at least one thousand 
young people, high school age 
and up, from all parts of the 
country. He believes that Saints 
Academy would be the idea 
place to hold a retreat for several 
reasons. First of all, is the 
school’s location. It is a place 
that is away from home, a place 
where youths can get away from 
it all and get alone with other 
saved youth, and of course, with 
God. 


Secondly, is the _ schools 
facilities. The place is very 
spacious with 300 acres of land, 
dormitories, cafeteria, 
auditorium and chapel. 


Thirdly, is the:school’s historical 
significance. The first Church of 
God in Christ was located in 
Lexington, Mississippi. This 
would put young people in 
touch with the church’s roots 
and cause them to reflect on our 


rich history. 


Fourthly, is the _ schools 
educational setting. This lends 
itself to an atmosphere of 
serious study of God’s word. 
Young people would benefit 
from this learning experience. 


The format of the retreat would 
include physical, recreational, 
social and spiritual activities. 
There would probably be various 
classes or seminars offered in the 
morning. The social and 
recreational activities would take 
place in the aftemoon. In the 
evening there would be church 
services with guest choirs and 
youth speakers. 


Elder Hutchins is hoping that 
the first youth retreat can take 
place in the summer of 1982. 
Right now nothing is definite. 
Plans are only tentative. More 
information will be forthcoming 
as things are solidified.

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BISHOPS ADOPT N EW 
OFFICIAL VESTMENTS 


The use of these symbols is 
restricted to those unauthorized 
to do so. The church seal may be 
used by the jurisdiction with 
prior permission of the bishop. 
The Bishop’s Seal, of course, is 
for the personal use of the 
bishop (i. e. stationary, 
programs, etc.) The seal of the 
Presiding Bishop is limited to 
Bishop Patterson and _ other 
authorized persons. 


Along with the adoption of 
these symbols, however, has 
come an alteration in the official 
apparrel of Bishops. Bishops’ 
vestments will now include a 
black Roman Style Cassock, 
white contemporary Rochet and 
colored Chimeres. Jurisdictional 
bishops will wear a_ black 
chimere, General Board 
Members a purple chimere, and 
the Presiding Bishop a scarlet 
chimere. This ceremonial 
garment is to be worn at official 
functions such as: convocations 
(jurisdictional or national), 
ordination of elders, or the 
funeral of a pastor or bishop. 


One of the reasons for this 
change is to set the Bishop apart 
from the Elder. Elders are not 
permitted to wear any other 
color other than black. Nor are 
they permitted to wear a gold or 
silver chain across their breast. 
They may however, wear crosses 
with a black cord. The chain is 
the symbol of the _ bishop. 
Licensed ministers, of course, 
are restricted from wearing the 
garments of elders and bishops. 


Church seal and the Bishop’s 
seal. At the very top of the crest 
are the words “THE SEAL OF 
THE PRESIDING BISHOP.” In 
the center of the circle is the 
shield with the gathered wheat 
and rain pictured at the top and 
the grapes pictured at the 
bottom. On top of the shield sits 
a large crown with the tippett 
flowing out of it. Behind the 
shield is a key and shepherd’s 
staff. The key represents the 


_ supreme authority given every 


minister of Christ in the matter 


. of the souls committed to his 


charge. The staff speaks of his 
call to the Church of God in 
Christ to serve as Chief 
Shepherd. In the crown are three 
diamonds, representing our 
belief in the Trinity, and four 
robies, representing the four 
gospels.
